ing grades. A new locomotive of enlarged di-' 


mensions was soon constructed by them for 
the Baltimore and Ohio road, which ay the chief 
engineer coxsidered after a month’s trial, com- 
bired “all the requisite efficiency as regards 
capacily and motive power,” This locomotive, 
named the “ Atlantic,” was put on the road io 
the fall of 1882. Its weight, including the fuel iv 
its furnace and water in its boiler, was six and a 
half tons, The travelliag or road wheels as they 
were called, were tbree feet in diameter, and mo: 
tion was communicated to them from the steam 
engine, by means of a spur driver working in a 
pinion on the midu!e of their ax'e: the diameter 
of the driver being twenty-eight inches and of the 
pioion fourteen inches, The two cylinders were 
upright and about ten inches in diameter, Their 
conrecting roés worked the two cranks standing 
at right angles to each other <n the axis of the 
driver, The boiler was tubular and stood in an 
uptight position. The speed of the “ Atlantic” 
was about tweuty miles an hour, it being eatim< 
ated with enthusiasm that, whenthe contemplated 
road was completed, the locomotive cou'd make 
the entire distance between Bal:imore and Wash- 
ington with a train containing two hundred pas- 
sevgers in two hours. The fuel used wast xclu- 
sively anthracite coal, Itis intercsiing fo koow 
the cost of running a !ocomotive in those days as 
is shown in the figures we give below, which may 
be called the daily expenses of the “ Atlantic” 
when she was makiog about eighty miles a day 
and doing the work, as was then exultingly 
claimed, of twelve men and forty-two horses. 
The figures also give an indication of the value of 
skilled labor in 1832: 
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It remained, however, for Matthias W. Bald- 
wio, of Philadelphia, to construct the first Ameri- 
can locomotive, that in regard to speed could be 
considered a rival of “The Novelty,” which had 
been accredited with its mile-a-minute in the 
celebrated trial of speed aod power between 
“The Novelty” and “Tho Rocket” on the 
Liverpool and Manchester Railroad. ‘The 
Novelty,” by the way, was not mach heard of 
after the trial of speed on account of its want of 
adaptation to purposes of atility; while Stepher- 
son’s Rocket which in the trial had taken the 
palm for power and efficieocy, was used for a 
long time on the railroad between Lowhill and 
Manchester, making au average of about twenty- 
five miles an hour, Meanwhile Mr. Baldwin was 
experimenting and had turned out a number of 
stationary engines and a miniature locomotive 
which Was successfully tested in the rooms of a 
maseum in 183]. Bat his first important con- 
straoction was the “Old [ronsides,’’ which io the 
Yate fall of 1882 was tried on the Philadelphia, 
Gervectows and Norristown Railroad, theo using 








borse power on its six miles line between Phila- 
delphia and Germantowr. Mr. Baldwin wae at 
that time a: credited by the Jcurnat with having 
“outdone all who have constructed locomotives 
before him; and we may say also, the most san- 
gaine anticipatiors of the friends of railroads,” 
Tae “ Old Ironsides”’ fast record has been stated 
in articles recently published as being thirty 
miles an hour with its usual traio, but better 
time waa claimed for it by an eye wilness, who 
gave it a record of a mile in fifty-eight seconds, 
in a trial over a straight road, with no cars at- 
tached, and another computer gave the speed 
even at the rate of a mile in fifty-two seconds 
These est'mates, however, may be best taken, 
perbaps, with slight grains of allowance ; for a 
worthy desire to outdo the locomotives on the 
other side of the water may have irfluenceu 
somewhat the statemnts of watches, whose ic- 
ternal arrangements and veravity were rot uc- 
likely to be a little shaken by the dizzy flight 
over rails none too smoothly laid. The success 
of this locomotive and encouragement received 
from several railroad companies (promirent 
among which was the Charleston and Hamborg, 
which took his second engine in 1834) gave Mr. 
Baldwin facilities for pursuing bis occupation 
andestablished for him a Jastingreputation, The 
important works bearing his name have since 
turned out over five thousand locomotives, 

The “Old Ironsides *? was constructed on the 
basis of Stephensor’s lucomotive, though it was 
considered superior ir simplicity and compact- 
ness, In an article io the American RatLRoAD 
JourNAL of Jan. 19, 1883, introducing a republica- 
tion of a letter to the Philadelphia National Gazette 
from au eye witness of the trial of “Old Iror- 
sides,” while a slight admissicno was made of a 
possible over-estimating of speed, was the follow- 
ing prophecy: “ At sixty or forty or even twenty 
miles the hour, a complete revolution wouid be 
effected in the mode of doing business; and it 
will be done, too, before many years,” Inventors 
were busy at work then developing the powers of 
the iron horse, as they have been ever siace, and 
though we may look with pride upon the band- 
some locomotives which do us feithful service to- 
day—constructed in ‘such marvelous beauty of 
form aod action as to seem almost creatures of 
life and instioct, and developed to a perfection 
which makes.them as sensitive to the will of their 
drivers as are the keys of a piano to the touch 
of its master, we may still look back with won- 
der and hearty admiration upon those rude but 
fleet constractious of fifty years ago, 





Telegraphic Communication in Africa. 

A project for constructing ao electric line from 
end to end cf Africa has tLe sanction of ihe Afri- 
can Exploration Committee of the Royal Geo- 
grapbical Society of Eog!ani., A report mace to 
that society on the subject speaks in sanguine 
terms of its feasibility, wih particulars of prob- 
ab'e cost and revenue. The route is thus de- 
scribed : 

“ The Egyp‘ian goveron-ent at ono end is pre- 
pared to carry forwerd its line, which already ex- 
tecds southward some distance beyond Khartoum, 
as far as Gondokoro. At the other end the gov- 
eroment of Cape Colony is expeeted to extend 
the existing line io British South Africa to Pree 





voris, io the Trensvasl, It is now proposed to 





continue the line from the southern limits of 
Egyptian territory to Mtesa’s capital, and thence 
ronod the western shore of the Victoria-Nyarza, 
and on to Unyamyembe ; from thence to branch 
out westward to Ujiji and eastward to Mpwapwa, 
Bagameyo and Zanzibar; from Bagameyo to 
conduct the wires in a southwesterly direction to 
the bead of Lake Nyassa, where they would be 
earried to Livingstonia, and down tbe Shire and 
Zambesi, and then~e southward to Pretoria, The 
whole distance from Khartcum to Pretoria, is 3,- 
835 geographical miles, or, cllowing for devia- 
tions, jast 4,000 miles,” 

This is claimed to be no more difficult than was 


similar work accomplished io Australia and Ladia. 





Old Colony Railroad. 

At the annual meeting of the stockholders of 
the Old Colony Railroad Company, held at Mid- 
dleboro’, Mass., on the 23d ult., the report of the 
directors for the fiscal year endiog September 30, 
1880, (a foll_ abstract of which was given ion the 
Journat of the 20th of November) was presented 
and accepted and placed on file, and the follow- 
ing board of directors elected for the ensuing 
year: Charles F, Choate, Cambridge ; Frederick 
L, Ames, Easton ; Thos. J. Borden, Fall River; 
Jobo 8. Braytor, Fall River; Uriel Crocker, Bos- 
ton; Samuel L. Crocker, Taunton; Francis B, 
Hayes, Boston ; George Marston, New Bedford ; 
William J, Rotch, New Bedford; John J. Russell, 
Plymouth; Royal W. Turner, Randclph; Elisha 
W. Willard, Newport; Epbriam N. Winslow, 
Hyannis. The following votes were then passed : 

Voted to authorize the Directors to apply to 
the Legislature of Massachusetts for power to 
locate upon such land as they may deem neces- 
sary to construct a double track, with sidings, 
between Somerset Junction and the State live of 
Rhode Islaud, and to acceps said power if granted 
and to make seid location. 

Voted, To authorize the Directors to locate ard 
construct toy branch tracks they may deem te- 
cessary from the maio line in Fall River to and 
upon the lands and wharves recently purchased 
of the Fall River Iron Works Corporation. 

The followiog preamble and resolation were 
also passed by a considerable majority : 

Whereas, We, the stockholders of the Old Col» 
ovy Railroad, believing that many of the accid- 
ents which occur on railroads are due to the use 
of intoxicating liquors, therefore, 

Resolved, That the President, Superintendcnt 
and Directors are hereby instructed to take espe- 
cial care that no persons shall be hereafter em~- 
ployed by the corporation who uso intoxicating 
iiquors as a beverage, 





New Orleans Pacific Railway. 

At a meeting of the directors of the New Or- 
leans Puicific Rai way Company at New Orlcans 
on the 24th alt., a resolution wes unanimously 
adopted to submit to the stockholders the ques- 
tion of the consolidation of the New Orleans Pa- 
cific and the Texas Pacific Railways. A/ter the 
passage of the resolution, Gov. Brown, speskiog 
for Col. Thomas A. Scott, said : 

He unders'ands by your vote that it is the 
anavimous wish of this direction that a consoli- 
dation should take place, and that there shovld 
be a continuvus line of railway under one mand- 
agement from the city of New Orleens by way of 
Shreveport, Fort Worth, and El Paso, and as wach 
fartber as we may extend oar lice, even to the 
Pacific Ocean, Believing as be dues that yoo will 
Co-operate to this end, he is more evcouraged 
tban ever to push forward ths work to comple:

Immediately upon the ren- 
dering of this decision the negotiations were

establishment of the fourth trunk line to the 
West from this city, 


THE announcement of the completion of ar- 
rangements with the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company by Messrs. Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
Winslow, Lanier & Co. and August Be!mont 
& Co., for the placing of that railroad com- 
pany’s bonds, was one of the important events of 
the week in New York financial circles. The 
syndicate having bought outright $10,000,000 
of these bonds have the option of $10,000,000 
annually for three years, which makes the pos- 
sible amount of the transaction $40,000,000. 
The bonds bear six per cent interest, interest 
and principal payable in gold, have furty years 
to run and are secured by a mortgage upon the 
line of the road and the valuable land grant of 
the company, estimated at 45,000,000 acres ex- 
clusive of sales up to the present time. Among 
the banking houses associated with this syndi- 
cate are Messrs. Drexel & Co., of Philadelphia; 
J. S, Morgan & Co., of London, and Drexel 
Harjes & Co., of Paris; Lee, Higginson & 
Co. and Brewster, Basset & Co. of Boston ; 
Johnston Brothers & Co., of Baltimore, and 
the Bank of Commerce, the Third National 
Bank, Messrs. L. Von Hoffmann & Co., J. & W. 
Seligman & Co., J. S. Kennedy & Co., Kubn, 
Loeb & Co. and Woerishoffer & Co. of this 
city. 











Tue people on the line of the Long Island 
Railroad have reason to rejoice over the ad- 
vantages which will accrue to them through 
the control of the railroad coming into the 
hands of Mr. Austin Corbin. It was an- 
nounced on Monday that Messrs, Drexel, Mor- 
gan & Co., who held about 35.000 of the 
66,000 shares, had sold the controlling inter- 
est of the road to 9 new company, of which 
probably some of the members will proyg to be 










Boston capitalists, though Mr. Corbinis the only 
member made known at the present writing. 
The new company propose to greatly improve 
the road, and it will doubtless be speedily 
taken out of the hands of the receiver, where 
through mismanagement it was placed about 
three years ago. Instead of catering to the 
variable interests of remote summer resorts at 
the sacrifice of more important interests along 
its main line, the aim of the new owners evi- 
dently will be to accommodate the vast num- 
ber of Long Island residents doing business in 
New York, and the farmers from Hunters’ 
Point to Montauk, who need the cheapest and 
quickest route possible to this city. This, at 
least, would seem naturally to be the aim of 
sagacious business men, such as the leading 
spirit of the new company would be likely to 
have associated with him. Mr. Corbin’s course 
as President of the Manhattan Beach Im- 
provement Company, and his ability shown 
in connection with that and other important 
enterprises, give guarantee of business like 
management for the Long Island road, and un- 
sparing and skillful efforts for the improve- 
ment of its working. 





Sunday Trains. 

The question of running trains on Sunday 
will undoubtedly be discussed in several of ouc 
legislatures during this winter. In the States 
of Massachusetts, Connecticut and Vermont 
the matter has already been much debated. 
We are informed that the Legislature of Ver- 
mont was the first to take action upon the 
subject by prohibiting railroads from running 
cars or engines on Sunday, in any part of the 
State.. What other States will do remains to 
be seen. Manager Gardrer of the Massachu- 
setts State road has again declined to allow a 
regular train to be run from Albany to com- 
plete the daily Boston and Cincinnati line. 
Mr. Gardner simply carries out the instruc- 
tions of the Governor and Council who say in 
effect that there is a statute which declares 
“ Whoever travels on the Lord’s day except 
from necessity or charity, shall be punished by 
flne not exceeding ten dollars for every 
offense.” They say that additional trains 
upon Sunday are not necessary or required for 
charitable purposes. The passage of freight 
trains has been justified we suppose, on the 
ground that it was necessary to prevent the 
single track of the Troy and Greenfield Road 
from becoming blocked, as no one would main- 
tain for a moment that it was more necessary 
to send a car load of hogs to Boston one day 
sooner than to prevent East bound thrcugh 
passengers from spending the Sabbath in Troy 
or Albany. 

The position taken by the Governor and 
council is extremely inconsistent with the man- 
ner in which the statute is enforced. There 
is not a town or city in the State where men 
and women do not travel on every Sunday in 
the year for pleasure, and for pleasure sjone, 
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Nay more, the State holds stock in the Bos- 
ton and Albany and the New York and New 
England Railroads both of which run trains 
on every day in the week without one word of 
remonstrance even. The State built the 
Hloosac Tunnel and the Troy and Greenfield 
Railroad, and by its legislative acts has invited 
all railroads to make connections with 
them, One Railroad Company, the Boston, 
Hoosac Tunnel and Western, has built its road 
and other roads are being built upon the im- 
plied contract that all railroads in the State 
should be treated alike. Why this statute is 
enforced in one instance and ignored in all 
other cases the railroad commissioners wisely 
do not attempt to explain. They say very 
properly that their jurisdiction only embraces 
controversies arising between two corpo- 
rations and that the State railroad is nota 
corporation, and cannot be made a party to an 
adjudication in its own tribunals without spe- 
cial legislation to that effect. The sovereign 
State has not submitted its policy, in a matter 
involving moral considerations, to a tribunal of 
its own servants; it “has not put its consci- 
ence into commission,” but it alone can say 
whether it favors Sunday trains or not. 





New York, Lake Erle and Western K. R. 

A synopsis of the annual report of the New 
York, Lake Erie and Western Railroad Com- 
pany shows the business of the road for the 
year ending Sept. 30, 1880, as follows: The 
gross earnings arising from the «operations of 
the road and its branches fur the fiscal year 
were $18,693,108 86, and the working ex- 
penses, $11,643,925 35, leaving earnings over 
expenses, $7,049,183 51, to which, adding in- 
cecme from other sources, ($783,956 65,) 
makes a total of $7,833,140 16. Deducting 
for interest on funded debt, ($3,963,872 69,) 
and rental of leased lines and other charges, 
($2,078,646 76,) $6,042,519 45, leaves a sur- 
plus cf $1,790,620 71. This, together with 
$738,119 34 received during the year from the 
assessments paid on the stock of the Erie Rail- 
way Company, has been expended in double 
track, buildings, equipment, docks at Buffalo 
and Jersey City, and other improvements to 
the road and property. The working expenses 
have been 62 per cent of the earnings, a de- 
crease uf 8 per cent from the previous year. 
The increase in the merchandise tonnage over 
the previous year was 846,004 tons; in the 
tonnage movement, (or tons one mile,) 219,- 
996,380 tons ; in the earnings, $2,150,228 75, 
and in the rate per ton per mile, .019 cent. 
The decrease in the coal tonnage from the pre- 
vious year was 342,753 tons, and in tonnage 
movement, (or tons one mile,) 68,106,712 
tons ; but the earnings from this source in- 
creased $7,405 59, owing to an increased rate 
per ton per mile, which was .738 cent in 1880 
against .640 cent for 1879. The increase in 
the total tonnage was 503,251 tons; in the 


tonnage msvement, (or tons one mile,) 151,- 


$59,078 tons ; in the earnings, $2,157,634 34, 


and in the rate per ton per mile .56 cent being 
.836 cent for 1880, against .780 cent for 1879. 
The increase in number of passengers carried 
was 596,904; in the number carried one mile, 
31,344,486 ; in the earnings, $564,007 43, and 
in the train mileage 87,838 miles; but the 
earnings per passenger per mile decreased from 
2.91 cents in 1879 to 2.41 cents in 1880. The 
total increase in gross earnings of the road and 
branches, including express, mails, &c., was 
$2,751,086 28, while the working expenses 
increased only $469,226 40. This is due to 
the greater economy with whicb the line can 
be worked, with improved facilities, as not- 
withstanding the large increase in freight tariff 
the freight train mileage decreased 295,916 
miles. The increase in the average train load 
was 253 tons, and in the average haul 6 miles. 
The increase in the average number of passen- 
gers per train was 8,and in the average miles 
traveled by each 25 miles. The expenses per 
ton per mile were .534 cent—a decrease from 
the previous year of .027 cent. The expenses 
per passenger per mile were 1.361 cents—a de- 
crease from the previous year of .233 cent.

Importance of the Railway Mall Service. 

One of the greatest improvements of the service 
is stated by the Postmaster General, io his Rr- 
port prepared for transmission to Congress, to be 
the abolition of distributing Post Offices, and the 
enforcement of a close and thorouzh distribution 
of all mail matter in transit upon railroad lines, 
thereby expediting the delivery of matter to all 
parts of the country by mauy hours. Anecessary 
censequence of this innovation was the subordi- 
nation of all Postmasters in everythiog affecting 
the distribution and dispatch of mails to the 
General Superintendent of the Railway Mail Sar- 
vice and the Division Superintendents under bis 
orders, thus securing uniformity of practice, The 
report of the Superintend-nt of the Railway Mail 
Service shows that during the past year only one 
piece of matter cut of every 3432 handled by the 
employes of that service was incorrectly dis- 
tribated. Every such error was promptly detect- 
ed and the employe who committed it notified of 
the fact. The classification of mail matter bas 
been so changed as to correspond very nearly 
with that of the Universal Postal Union, and the 
rejaction of rates of postage on a large class of 
correspondence has been followed by no decreass 
of revenue, The privilege of registration, previ 
ous!y restricted to letters, was extended in 1878 
to all other mai! matter, and the registry system 
has been greatly improved by the introduction of 
through registered pouch exchanges and other 
means to secure the safety of registered matter, 
so that the loss for the past year was only one 
out of every 6250 pieces handled.

One Dollar. 


Standard weight 412.5 grains. : 
Counterfeits of the new one dollar silver coin first appeared about the first of 
April, 1878. The general appearance is good, the milling is well done, but the 
color is such as to readily distinguish it from the genuine. Look out for other 
new counerfeits better executed. 


The Trade Dollar. 


Standard weight 420 grains. 

This coin*has been variously and extensively counterfeited. One early imitation 
was dated 1876, made of a composition formed principally from type metal. The 
milling on the edge of the piece is very well done, but the piece is ‘too thick and 
the inscription In Gop We Trust, beneath the figure of Liberty, u the ob- 
verse, is imperfect. This counterfeit was extensively circulated in the Indies, 
China, Japan and other Oriental countries. 

Many other imitations of the trade dollar have been produced and the latter 
specimens appear almost perfect. One of the last imitations is finely finished ; 
the various devices of the impress are accurate and distinct, and the ring is per- 
fect. The piece is very deceptive, but it is about 1-32 of on inch undersize, and 
115.5 grains underweight. It is of a dark color after having been handled, and 
has a smooth, greasy or quicksilvery feeling when rubbed between the thumb and 
fingers. 


Note. 


The Trade Dollar authorized to be coined by act of Congress February 12, 1873, 
has been formally recognized as a coia of the United States. The Trade Dollar 
was demonetized July 22, 1876, and its coinage was suspended by order of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, February 22, 1878. The circular of the Treasury 
Department of July 25, 1878, declares: ‘“‘ The United States Trade dollar also is 
not a legal tender, and therefore has only a bullion value.’ The average bullion 
value, of full weight trade dollars, is ninety-three cents and two tenths of a cent 
each. The Trade Dollar wa: intended for exportation abroad. It excels the 
Mexican silver dollar by two-tenths of a cent, and is of equal finoness (900) with 
the United States legal tender silver dollar and contains seven and one half grains 
more standard silver. At present though demonetized and refused by many 
banks and all Government offices, trade dollars are generally taken in trade with- 
out discount and may be commercially rated at the price they command for ex- 
portation. There is nz allowance for abrasion in silver coins. 


Tests. 


Counterfeit silver pieces made of block tin washed over with quicksilver are 
easily detected by the ring. A genuine silver piece will feel rough enough un- 
der rubbing, while the counterfeit feeis smooth and oily. Experienced persons 
detect spurious coins by the weight. The jeweler uses nitric acid for the detec- 
tion of debased gold and silver. Scratch the coin with the knife and then apply 
the acid to the scratch. If the acid boils up greenish, the ccin is bad ; but if it 
turns white the coin is good. The following test for determining whether silver 
is good or bad is known as the “ Mint Test,” although the tests employed at the 
Mint are weight and size: 


24 grains nitrate of silver. 
30 drops nitric arid. 
1 ounce water. 


A. drop of this mixture will have no effect upon genuine silver but will blacken 





with silver, exact weight, and good ring. The counterfeit bearing date 1874 is 
not likely to be taken.

Contract by Letter.

Legal Notes. 
COMMON CARRIER—HAS NO RIGHT TO EXAMINE 
CONTENTS OF PARCELS ENTRUSTED TO HIM, 


The refusal of a railroad company to carry ap 
express company’s safes and chests, unless it was 
allowel to open the same and iaspect their con- 
tents, or was furnished with an inventory of such 
contents, with the further understandicg tkat the 
railroad company might, whcnever it saw fit, 
open and inspect the safes and chests of the ex- 
press company, and also collect the freight on 
each separate article or parcel contained therein, 
as if each had been shipped by itself, violates 
boti the express company’s rights as a shipper, 
and the terms of an interlocutory jadgment tem- 
porarily restraining an interference with the ex- 
press company’s business, In the Nitro Glyce- 
rine case, 15 Wall, 524, it was held that express 
carriers were not chargeable with notice of the 
contents of the packages they carry. The court 
then remarks: “If express carriers are thus 
chargeable with notice of the conteuts of pack- 
ages carried by them, they must have the right 
to refase to receive packages offered for carriage 
without a knowledge of their contents, It would 
in that case be unreasonable to require them to 
accept as conclusive, in every inatance, informa- 
tion given by the owner. They must be at liber- 
ty, whenever ic doubt, to require for their satis- 
faction an inspection even of the contents, as a 
condition of carrying the packages, This doc- 
trine would be attended, in practice, witb great 
incunvenience, and would seldom lead to any 
good, Fortanately, the law is rot so unreason- 
able. It does not exact any such knowledge on 
the part of the carrier, nor permit him, in caser 
free from suspicion, to require information as to 
the contents of the packages offered,” In Leaf 
vs, Tuton, 10 Mees. & W, 397, a number of small 
parcels be!onging to different owners were united 
in one large packags, and directed to one person

bound to take the package, charging for it as if 
each parcel belonged to one perscn, ard that there 
was no right charge upon each separate parcel as 
if it bad been shipped by itself.

Finances of the District of Columbia. 

Tbe annual report of the Commissioners of the 
District of Columbia, submitted to the President 
ou the 27th ult., shows the total receipts at the 
Treasury from all sources ia the District for tke 
year ended June 30, 1880—includiog general and 
special appropriations by Congress amounting to 
$1,692,990 71—to have been $3,826,791 35, and 
the total expenses $3,523,867 9v. The receipts 
of 1879 were $3,467,665 52, and the expendi- 
tores $3,210,047 05. The yeer 1879 was begun 
with $61,142 84 in the treasury, and closed with 
$257,618 14, The year 1880 was begun with the 
last camed sum, and closed with $302,923 48 in 
the treasury. The bonded debt of the District 
of Columbia is being gradually reduced, and 
the Commissioners recommend the policy of 
consolidating it as speedily as possible into 3.65 
bonds, in which form the larger portion of it now 
exists, These bonds being now at par they think 
there would be no serious obstacle to the early 
accomplishment of such conversion, The Com- 
missioners refer to the recommendation contain- 
ed in their last report relative to the improve- 
ment of the river front and the proper method of 
reclaiming the marshes which injiriously affect 
the health and retard tke progress of the city. 
The area of the marshes to be reclaimed is 629.8 
acres, and they estimate the ccst at 20 cents per 
cubic yard, or $3,872 per acre, The Commis 
sioners also refer to the condition of the general 
water supply of the city, which they say is such 
as to require the immediate action of Congress.

Rallroads in the Indian Teiritory. 

A letter was recently addressed to the Secre- 
tary of the Ioterior at Washington, by the re- 
presentatives of a new railroad project, in 
which he was requested to state whether the 
simple assent of the Choctaw Nation, approved by 
him, would be sufficient for the grant of a right 
of way through that tribe’s section of the Indian 
Territory, and also “ Whether Ccogress can grant 
a right of way, irrespective of any section on the 
part of this tribe, or is the assent of its council a 
condition precedent?”? The Secretary writes in 
reply that this whole subject was considered by 
one of his predecessors, and his conclasions em- 
bodied ina letter which was approved by the 
President, May 23, 1870; that the principles 
enunciated in that paper have governed the Inte- 
tior Department ever since, and that no legisla- 
tion bas since been enacted by Congress to render 
any change therein necessary, The Secretary 
says io conclusion: “ You will perceive from this 
paper that both legislation by Congress and treaty 
stipulations are conditions precedent to any ac- 
tion by the Ioterior Department concerning the 
construction of railroads through the Indian Ter- 
ritory.” 

The Fort Pierre and Deadwood extension of 
the Chicago and Northwestern Railway, which 
has been completed to Fort Pierre op the east 
bank of the Missouri River, 780 miles north of 
Chicago and about 170 miles east of Deadwood, 
was opened for business on the 16th olt, Pase 
sengersand freight trains now ran daily through 
to Fort Pierre.

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italian Industrial Exposition. 

The report of the United States Consul at Mi- 
lan, Italy, to the Department of S.ete at Wash 
ington says that the [telian [odustrial &xposition 
will be opened at Milao May 1, 1881, and will be 
continued until the Ist of Angust, Its pecuniary 
success, be writes, is assured by the appropria- 
tions made by the Ltalian government and the 
city of Milan and the liberal subscriptions of in- 
dividuals, Although the exposition is to be lim- 
ited to a display of Italian products exclosively, 
the Consul suggests that to tbe representatives of 
American industries “ it will afford a favorable 
opportunity (o observe ia what branches they may 
successfully compete with Italiaus, and in what 
others they may profit by Italian excellence.” 


He is of opinion that such an iovestigation would 


be especially useful in the departments devoted 
to agricaliural and mining machinery. and tools, 
cotton fabrics, leather and paper ; for all of which 
he predicts an increasing demand for the Amer- 
ican make when onr manufacturers have learned 
the kind aud the qualities required, 





Railroads in West Africa. 

The West Africa Light Railways Company of 
London propose building four railroads in the 
Yomba country, viz: from Salt Pond to Mackes- 
rim, twenty miles; Accra to the river Volta, 
fifty miles ; Chamah or Dx Cove to the Wassaw 
gold mines, fifty miles, and from Galin, opposite 
Lagos, to Abbeokuta, reputed to have a popula- 
tion of 125,000, forty miles. 

It is humiliatiog perhaps to Americans that an 
English company bas received a charter from Li 
beria for a railroad extending two hundred miles 
back (rom Monrovia, and designed ultimately to 
connect tbat port with the bead waters of the Ni- 
ger, This isa shorter and more feasible route to 
that contemrpiated by the Franch, by way of the 
Senegal, and is attracting considerable interest io 
Europe. 

Six different railroads, short ones of course, are 
partially completed in South Africa, A railroad 
from Zanz bar to the Victoria Nvanza_lake is pop- 
warly advocated in England. The Portuguese 
propose communication with Lake Nyassa and 
the east coast by steamers on the easily naviga- 
ble piri of the Zambest and its tribataries, and 
Obviatioy the difficulties of the impeded poiuts 
ty railways. 





Express Business distinct from Railroad 
Business. 

Judge Key, of the United States Circuit Court, 
Nashville, Tenp., in his recent decisicn in favor of 
the Southern Express Company, and agaicst the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company, said: 

The cenduct of an express busines:, as such 
bnsiness, is no pirt of the duty of a rai!road 
Until within a recent period there bas been in this 
country no effort on tbe part of railroadsto carry 
it op, They bave teen content not only to per 
mit this business to be done over their lines by 
others, but bave fostered it by opportunities 
elven uotil it has grown into a distinct, s2parste, 
Organized branch of g neral business, different in 
ts method and characteristics from the natural 
od legitimate transactions of a railroad, Ex- 
pressage bas grown into a public necessity. The 
idea cipnot now be entertained that a railroad 
‘irectly or by indirection, can trammel or drive 
‘Xp ‘ess companies from their lines by fettering 
them with anjast regulations or uofair diserimioa- 
tions, Gor can a railroad assame to itself the ex- 
clasive right or privilege of carrying on an ex- 
press business over its own lines, or any portior 
of them, I do not undertake to say that railroads 
may not undertake to act as expressmen. bat if it 
thould undertake to do so it must do so ar exe 
pressmen and not asa railroad, It is no part o! 
its duty or privilege as 9 railroad, I, theo, fo

the conduct of its business as expressmen, its 
duty, relations aud cperations be different and 
distinct from those appertaining toit as a reitroad, 
it must treat its express just as though it bad a 
separate individuality from that of the railroad, 
It must give to it no opportunities, advantages or 
privileges which it does not allow to other ¢x- 
press companies, carrying on a like business,

It will be seen that the groes receipts for the 
twelve months ending September 30, 1879, were 
$2,238 821 14, the expenses $1,441,955 48, and the 
vet earnings $796 865 66, leaving after the pay- 
ment of interest, a balance of $550,418 54; for 
the twelve months ending September 30, 1880, 
tke gross receipts were $2,532,652 54, the ex- 
penses $1,598,218 42, and the net earnings $984,- 
434 12, leaving after the payment of it terest, a 
balunce of $588,526 29—showing an increase in 
gross receipts during the past compared with 
the preceding year of $293,831 40, in expenses of 
$156,262 94, and io net earnings of $137,568 46. 
The net income, after the payment of interest, 
shows an increase of $138,106 75. The President, 
in his report, saye: ; 
It is a great satisfaction to your directors to 
be able to report a year of successfa) results, 
The many years of floancig] depression weighed 





heavily upon those ob whom the responsibility 
of the management of your property devolved, 
They rej ice with you that this corpogation has 
passed unharmed through the severe” trials to 
which all railroad property was eubjected during 
the late financial crisis. The indications of the 
torning of the tide and of a more prosperous 
future, as saggested in our last aonuai report, 
have, we are pleased to say, been fally realized, 
The operations of the road the past year have 
been without interruption, Its duty to all has 
been faithfully discharged, cod thanks to a kind 
Providence, we bave been visited by co serious 
calamity, 

As all interests by years of depression suffered, 
30 all iuterests feel the good effect of the present 
prosperity. We believe that all well managed 
and well located railroads have ertered upon an 
era of prosperity which will for some years se- 
care to their stockbolders a fair retura for their 
investment, Increased business reqaires increased 
expenses, The rolling stock, the side tracks, the 
freight yards and honses that were ample for the 
business of this railroad twenty years ago, would 
scarcely accommodate one half of ou business 
to-day. As bas been soggested io a former re- 
port, itis the settled policy of the managers of 
this road to foster and encourage its local vasi- 
ness, and thus help to build up new branches of 
industrial pursuits along its line, From its local 
busin2ss its net revénae has been mainly derived, 
and to our local business we must look for the 
priocipal part of our net revenue in the fature, 
The inzrease in this class of business on our road 
during the past twenty years in passenger traffic 
has been ‘from $477,000 in the year 1860 (and 
this included the business from the Portlacd, 
Saco and Portsmonth Railroad and the Newbary- 
port aod Danvers Roads) to $1,225,000 in 1880. 
Whether the next twenty years will show a simi- 
lar increase we know nut; bat jadging from the 
past the increase must be large, 1s new enter- 
prises are annually being added to those in exist- 
ence along our line, That tho projectors of this 
road made no mistake ia its location, is constant- 
ly brought to our minds as we pass through the 
macy thriving cities and villages which dot our 
road all the way between Boston and Portland. 

The above figures shew our gross iscome the 
last year to have been $293,831 40 greater than 
for the year previous, »nd $110,853 27 io excess 
of any other year in the history of the road. 

Our net earnings for the past year are $138 - 
136 75 more than the sear previous, n«twithsta: d-. 
ing our expenses have so largely increased, This 
large increase in our expenses is accounted for 
by largely increased business, the miles rvn the 
past year beirg 125,484 more than da:ing the pre- 
vious year, and by charging to exoenses mauy 
items that formerly went to construction, such as 
$57,753 02 for new freivht cars, $10,589 47 for 
‘new passenger cars, $27 148 for new locomotives, 
and $27,026 50 for filling Prison Point Biy, ag- © 
gregating $122,516 99. You have received from 
the pet earcing: of the year ene dividend of three 
and one half per cent, and will receive on the 
15th of November anothe: of four percent. In 
additioc to these dividends, we have, of the net 
earnings, carried to the credit of improvement ac- 
connt the sum of $160,000, and the sum of $13,- 
525 29 to profit and loss. 

Your equipment bas been improved during the 
vear by the parchase of three first-class engines 
—two of which take the place and number of two 
worn out and broken up—and two first class pas- 
senger cars; and we bave constrocted at our shops 
and purchased one new combined passenger and 
baggage car, fifty long box freight cars, and one 
hundred and one coal dump cars. Our rcadbed — 
and superstracture were never in better condition 
than at the present time. 

We have laid dowr dnring the year past 7 $994 
miles of steel, and 7 $43¢ milee of new iron ratis, 
not including that 14 un our new double track. 
We have now 125 235¢ miles of steel track. 

Oor last annca! report inform+d yoo that there 
bad been appro; riated from the earnings of that 
year the sum of $100,000 for the extension of oot 
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double track east from Haverhill, and for other 
parposes; uoder that appropriation we have 
com aad are now using, the new double 
track from Newton Junction to Little River, in 
Haverhill. We bave also built about three miles 
of doub!e track west from Portland to the pciot 
of the crossing of the Portland, Saco and Ports- 
month Railroad in Scarborongh, The whole 
length of double track constructed during the 
year is nice miles, The amount expended upoo 
this new track to Sept. 30, 1880, was $75,239.68, 

All the trestle-worg under cur track in Piisoo 
Poirt Bay, in Boston, has been removed, and the 
space filled with earth, Considerable filling of 
the trestle-work across the Scarborongb marshes 
has been done, and much labor and material bave 
been expended upon the pile bridges in that 
locality during the past year. 

Oor last report informed you that new Iccations 
of our main line of road in Massachusetts had 
been filed under an Act of said State passed ir 
1878. An additional Act, approved Feb. 16, 
1880, compels as to file within the present calen- 
dar year a new location of both the Newburyport 
and the Danvers Railroads, Our engineer has 
spent much time and labor upon this work, aod 
will complete it within the time specified. 

The filling of Prison Point Bay, under the legis- 
lative Act of 1878, has been carried on daring the 
year, and we hope may be fully completed by 
the close of another year, When completed, one 
large item which we have thus far charged to ex- 
penses will be saved. 

The construction account during the list year 
has been diminished $3,861.58 by the sale of real 
estate no longer reqnired for the use of the road. 

Oor floating debt bas been reduced during the 
year, and stood at the close of bnsiness on, the 
80th of Sept-mber, 1880, at $7,009.08, nove of 
which sum is due and payable.

The extension of our double track east of Haver- 
hill as far as Newton Junction gives us 41 miles 
of unbroken double track, except about 800 feet 
over the Merrimack River at Haverhill, where we 
bave a single-track bridge. The bridge which 
we have used at this poiot since the construction 
of the road is now being demclished. I: was 
constrocted about forty years ago, and was con- 
sidered a model bridge at the time of its con- 
straction, Large expenditures from time to time 
have been made upon it to make it safe for our 
increased traffi: over it, and for the largely io- 
creased weight of our rollirg stock. It being a 
wooden structure, ii has been a source of constant 
anxiety t» yoor directors leat it might be destroy- 
ei by fire. Such a casualty at any time would 
result io great delay to our business operations, 
aid would be of great damage to our income, 
Oa eecount of its age, a few individuals had be- 
come alarmed for its safety, 

These and other considerations induced your 
directors seriously to consider the subject of a 
new bridge—sach a one as should cause neither 
anxiety to themselves nor alarm to the public. 
The result of these considerations was the mak'ng 
of @ cuntract, in the mooth of Aagust last, for the 
construction of a most enbstantial double-track 
iren bridge over the Merrimack River at Haver- 
Lill. 

Qa examination of the masonry of the old 


bridge, it was found to be hardly sufficient fcr 
the proposed new double-track structure, To 
mwnake perfect work, it was decided to remove the 
old and erect entirely new piers, located on new 
fousdations, When this work is fully completed 
it will be a most perfect structare. Socha struc- 
ture cannot be built except at great expense ; we 
bave therefore appropriated from our earnings of 
the past year the sum of $150,000, for the con- 
stiuction ef this new bridge aod for other pur- 
poses,
